Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

Takayama et al discloses an atomizer comprising all the featured elements of the instant 
invention, note specifically steering air ring 3 and inner holes 30 and outer holes 4. The 
apparatus of Takayama et al is capable of performing the method steps as claimed. 

Conclusion 

3, The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Saito, Hidaka et al, Huber et al and Weinstein et al show atomizers with air shaping 
rings. Demuth, Mathias et al, Tachi et al and Lee show rotating spray coating apparatuses with 
adjustment control means for adjusting the gas /air currents.
